Cnuso at tlio Exploftlon. 


Tho oxplcfilon was duo tc_u "hang" in 


tho furnace which suddenly wns loosened 
nnd dropped into tho moltou metal bo- 
low, gcuovutlug nu immouso quantity of 
gas so suddenly thnt it could not oscnpo 
by tho ordinary moans nnd tho explosion 
followed. 
Tho terrible loss oi lifo wns 


duo to a peculiar cnuso. 
A fow minutes 


before tho explosion occurred ono of tho 
top fillers dumped a barrow of material 
into tho boll of tho furnnco. which lio had 
forgotten to raise. This clogged tho tcp 
of tho furnace nud provoutcd tho gas es- 
caping. 
A gang of 10 mon in charge of 


James Harrison wore sent nt once to 
tho top of the furnnco to remove tho ob- 
struction. 
All wore closely 
crowded 


around tho boll of tho fnrua^o removing 
tho material which had been dumped on 
it whoa tlioru was n, torrillo explosion ami 


men, 
burrows, tools aud material woro 


Jiurlod in all directions. Flames, deadly 
gas and sinoko bulchod from tho furuuco 
t-up anil tlio gang of mou I'oll tits if shot. 
Only one man was killod instantly. 
Ho 


was blown from tho furuaco top along 
tho metal roadway to tho elevator shaft. 
Down ho fell and striking on n cut was 
cut In two, ono hull' oi his body falling on 
ono half o[ tho car and tho other half on 
tbo other side. __Thu explosion was hoard 
all over Bi'adilook aud crowds at once 
rushed to the scone but nono expected to 
witness such horrors. 


I'ifti'ou Mi-n Horribly Mnntflod. 


A i-eiio'.' crow was quickly organized 


aud wont to tlie top of the furnace whore 
lay lo inosi bli'odlug, torn, burned ar.d 
dying. 
TJio llamcs and sinoko were still 


coming from the furnace aud tho work 
of rescue was dangerous lu the extreme, 
but covering their hands, facts and heads 
with clothes, tho rescuers wont 'jravoly.'to 
work. 
Tho Injured men wore nil leaning 


ovor tho mouth of tho furnace whon the 
explosion occurred. 
Throo mon died bo- 


fore they readied the bottom of tho eleva- 
tor shaft and the others died between 5 
j,nd 8 o'clock. 
As fast as tho injured 


mon were taken down from 
tho furnace 


top t;-.'jy wore temoved to nu improvised 
hospital in tlio coinpauys' ollico and tho 
company's staff of physicians ;and modi- 
cal aid from McKeosport aud Pittslurg 
summoned, flvo of the mon were so bndly 
injured nud terribly Inii'nod that tlio 
piiyslclan.s did uot doom it necessary to 
leniovo them to any hospital, as death 
seemed Inevitable iu n few hours aud nu 
Hospital could relieve thoir 
sufferings. 


Two of tho mon who vsoro on top o'f tho 
furnace when they reached tho ground 
wor-oj'uvlvod'nad there being somu hopes 
for their recovery they woro taken to 
thoir homes. 
Tho contents of the fur- 


uaco were blown 
out aud 
scattered 


for 
hundreds of yards around, 
fall- 


ing in nil parts of tho • yaid cutting 
and burning about 10 men who woro 
working bolow but nouo woro seriously 
injured. 


Sliowor of 1'icry Elements. 


Tho fiery shower fell on the carpenter 


iliop of the company ubout 100 yards 


from tbo furnace and It was soon in 
flames and wns destroyed with its con- 
tents. The bell of tho furnnco was shat- 
tered and scattered; tho roof of tho cast 
house wns crushed In nnd ruined; tho 
contents of tho furnace wore scattered 
abroad nnd tho belief Is that tho furnaoo 
Is bndly dnmagod and may have to bo 
rebuilt. 
If this should bo tho case the 


total damage will bo ¥30,000. 
Tho Brad- 


dock Cro department was called out nnd 
prevented the spread of tho flames and 
the members also aided in tho work of 
rescue and did police duty. 
Tho scoiios 


as the mon woro carried to tho oflico was 
intensely exciting and pathetic. 
Women 


and children rushed franticallyfrom thoir 
houses and tho largo force of policemen 
and guards woro powerless to prevent 
them from rushing into tha improvised 
hospital ami dead houso in tho search for 
some member of their family.

kill any Callforuia.quail,woodcock,cjuall,' 
partridge, pheasant or ruffed 
grouse, 


prairio chicken, sharp-tailed gronsb or 
grouse oil any variety, milliard, teal'or 
wood duo!;, ploror or snipe, between the 
first day of .December and cho succeeding 
iOch day of August in tho following year. 


Hore, then, is a palp;iblo conflict re- 


garding the open season for hunting 
mallard, teal and wood duck,and as those 
tbrco varieties aro the first to arrive and 
furnish nearly all tho early shooting tho 
question of which date is correct

In a. locality with mnch rainfall in

When thus 
cured, tho';fodder should be cut when 
the-com ia" in the glazed, or roasting, 
stage. But for the encouragement of all 
who-livo in localities where corn cannot 
reach .-the sflagc indicated-because of the 
shortriess of -the season it may bo men- 
tioned that even in'these localities good 
ensilage may bo secured. BuB care must 
be taken, after tlie corn has been, cut to 
wilt it before putting it into the silo, 
and' the more immature the corn the 
moro wilting does it require.

Owina BO doubt to tho largo ond oiien 


handed siyleoMlvhig which cliaractcrlzes 
tho American, there is very little regular 
traffic in secondhand magazines in this 
country-and-practically nono in second- 
bond newspapers so fsrns the general pub- 
lic ia concerned. In'England a great many 
peop)» aro regular subscribers to second- 
hand papers, and the.business Is so impor- 
tant that one concern finds it sufficiently 
profitahlo • to quota its prices foe -read 
copies of the leading. London dallies at 
considerable length In The Times. 


In Chicago, although nobody is willing 


to wait a few hours for his news In order 
to aavo a fow cents, tho business o£ selling 
secondhand newspapers is carried o.i 
pretty c.-uensivuly, owing to tbo eschango 
privilege allowed" by tiie papers to railroad 
news agents and to the newsboys. 
Tho 


brakomcn on the suburban trains, tho 
guards on the clovatcd roads and tho con- 
ductors on tho street cars gather -uy tho 
casto£f papers oC their trains at tho ond 
of every run. The street railway conduct- 
or as u'rule, has no market for hl» papers, 
and after giving tho gripmcnand the men 
in tho bara all' they want to while away 
idle momonts he destroys tho. rest, but 
the men on the suburban trains and tho 
elevated roads dispose of their surplus to 
the r.ows agents on tho trains in; tho caso 
o£ tho suburban roads and nt the stations 
in caso of tho elevuted. Fora 2 cent papei: 
the agent pays 1 cent, and for tbo I cent 
papers 15 cents for 50. If the news agent 
gets thoin early in tho day, ho can resell 
manv of them. If there is some big piece- 
of news in the market, ho has no trouble 
in disposing of all he can get up till noon. 
Those lie doesn't sell ho can csch&nge 
•within 24 hours for'now ones ol the nest 
'issue, so that he cannot lose .by tlio trans- 
action, no matter what the condition ol 
the market may bo. 


This oxtra money, if the paper collector 


Is lucky, amounts to several dollars in tha 
course "of tho month. On* of tho curios- 
ities of tbo business Is tho fact that the 
conditions which make business lively for 
tho news agent rnoke it dull for the paper 
collector and vice versa. If the weather ia 
stormy, more papers aro sold by the agent, 
bccanso people expect to bo kept indoora 
more and tohavofcwurinterruptions from 
visitors, but for tho same reason they aw 
less apt to loavo tbeir papers in cho car 
«cat- 
During a cold snap tbo trainmen

DIFFICULTIES IN THE WAY OF SE- 


CURING WATCHMAKERS' .OIL. 


A Delicate 1-ubricntnv, but Men Talte Theli 


Xtves In Their Ilunds to Got It—Hem 
Sharks Crowd In ut tlio Death of a l"or- 
polso—Told by nil Eyewitness. 


"What do you suppose this oil I am 


using comes froui?" asked tho watchmak- 
er. "This oil comes from tho jaw of the 
porpoise they catch in tho bay of Furdy 
and other places on tho coast oC Maine. 3 
Bay they catch the porpoises, but that 
isn't exactly tho fact, for they don't ontch 
them any more than tho hunter cntchc= 
tho doer ho goes out to bag, Thoy hunt the 
porpoises niftl shoot them, and Immense 
fellows they are, sometimes weighing SDO 
pounds. 
Hunting porpoises in tho bay of 


Fundy I know from er.perienco Is a decid- 
edly dangerous business, but agrcnt many 
people gut- their living by it along tho 
tOHSt 
Tlie most oxport porpoise hunters 


uro tho remnants of that ancient tribe of 
Indians, thu Passamaquoddics. They usu- 
ally camp ou Indian beach, bordering on 
the bay of Fundy, and thero is a good 
sprinkling of whites among them too. 3 
took a winter trip onco along tho coast of 
Maine, aud at Indian beach I soon noticed 
that therowero a great many rnen, old and 
youiig, boch among tho Indians and the 
white men, who had but ono arm or one 
arm aud a half, while hands and parts of 
hands and fingers wero missl:i2 on others. 
I llnnlly asked n native what was the 
cause of the luck or loss of thoso missing 
mem bcrs, 
" 'Sharkul' was his grim reply. 
"By further questioning I learned that
